Mr. Hochbaum: In the immortal words of Abraham Lincoln, "Our 


forefathers brought to this continent a new 
nation, conceived in liberty and dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are created equal." 
_1/ And now we are engaged in a world conflict 
of ideals which will determine whether democ- 
racy so conceived and so dedicated can endure. 


The young men and women of today and those who 
follow must face the issue of whether "sovern- 
ment of the people, by the people, and for the 
people" Gel can be maintained on the earth. 


The call is sounded for young Americans, calm 
and courageous and confident, to reaffirm their 
faith in the basic principles of self=govern~ 
ment, the foundation stone of our United States 
of America.
